The Pnternal Revenue law imposes certain 
taxes upon distilled spirits, upon cigar and to- 
bacco dealers, and upon wholesale and retail 
dealers in liquor. The amount of revenue ob- 
tained from these sources depends on the vigil- 
ance with which the law is enforced. When the 
party in power levies an resessment upon dis- 
tillers, and dealers in spirits, and manufacturers 
of tobacco, for election purposes, then the pub- 
lic are warranted m forming an unfavorable 
opinion not only of the administration of the 
laws generally, but of any official suggestions 
which may be made that the Collectors and their 
subordinates snall give the cold shoulder to anv- 
body reporting violations of the Revenue 
law. Supervisor Muon magnanimously con- 
cedes that any citizen has the right to report any 
violation of the Revenue laws; but he makes a 
distinction between spies or informers em- 
ployed by the Government and those who are 
such voluntarily ; and he orders the Collector of 


reported violation of the law unless he bas other 
information of the same tenor. How much fur- 
ther information a Collector must have is not 
even hinted*at. We question the authority of 
Mr. Munn to instruct the Revenue officers to 
take no notice of violations of the Revenue law 
| unless reported by an officer of the Govern- 
ment. If an officer of the Revenue Department 
is absent from his post at a distillery, or if he 
permits five or six hundred liquor-dealers and 
as many cigar-makers and dealers to carry on 
their business without payment of their tax for 
several months, then the private citizen who re- 
ports this wholesale violation of the law is not 
only entitled to be heard by the law-officers of 
the Government, but deserves public commen- 
dation for his act, for everybody is interested in

Having 
barred out all informers except those in the 
employ of the Government, what sort of impres- 
sion is made upon the subordimate officers of 
the service by his published letter? It can be 
nothing but this: that Collectors should not be 
bothered with information that distillers, recti- 
fiers, and dealers in whisky and tobacco are 
swindling the Government.

THE ILLINOIS RAILROAD LAW.

It 
confirms what we have claimed all along, tlat 
the discovery of Mr. Beecher’s free-love tenden- 
cies and practices, although they were concealed 
under the cloak of religion, would have the result 
to break up this abominable business. It 
has been the bane of the woman-suffrage ques- 
tion, and has made it a stench in the nostrils of 
all decent people, and it will be very remarkable 
if it has not so paralyzed the cause of woman- 
suffrage that it will result in its practical stop- 
In any event, if 
the honest leaders of the movement desire their 
hobby to prosper or to commend it to thinking 
and respectable people, they must wipe 
out the last vestige of  free-love, 
and clean out all the much-married 
men and women. They have first to secure re- 
spectability and cleanliness. Their next move 
should be to secure intelligence and ordinary 
common sense. To do this they will have to lop 
off just such fanatica] vinnies as Blackwell.

REFORM LN STREET-RAILWAYS. 
Jo the Editor of The Chicago Trivunc: 

Sin: The mavagement of &trect-railways in 
our country is susceptible of great improve- 
ments, and, as lofig as the companies themselves 
are slow to push reform, it seems quite time 
that municipal governments should regulate for 
W hat- 
eyer may be said of other cities, we all know 
that in Cuicago at least reform is greatly needed. 
[t is not to be expected that the eompanies 
themselves will do anything in this direction, if 
it in any way interferes with their profits, con- 
sequently so much the more need-of more 
stringent municipal control, and of immediate 
action to that effect. Fortunately for Chicago, 
the two great leading companies are go wealthy, 
and have paid such enormons dividends on their 
stock, even though watered to an exceedingly 
thin dilution, that no crv of bardship would be 
listened to if municipal regulations for the 
public good should reduce their enormous 
protits. 

Itis to be recretted that exch companies, 
standing in the position they 
do, could not have seen tileir § inter- 
est to. better accommodate the public. 
But this being a selfish world, and the nature of

wise, and now it would seem to be justice that 
they should suffer for their previous sbort- 
sizhtednens. 

Ybe crying evil has been the want of adeqnate 
over-packed 
That the cctananies could 
have materialiy abated these cotninuows com- 
plaints by increasing the equinpnient is unanswer- 
able, as their plethoric treasury could have com- 
manded more thau was requisite, I do not pre- 
tend to sfiirm that they could have silenced 
these complaints without some sacrifice of 
profits in the first place, but 1 do believe that, 
im the end, they would have found it more prolit- 
able to accommodate the pubic, and thereafter 
preventing compctition and enactment of mn- 
nicipal regulations which would reduce their 
hitherto large profits. The most wholesome 
regulation that i can suggest is one acopited in 
ail Exnropean countries,viz: hmiting the number 
of passengers each car (and omnibus as well) 
shail carry, that all may be comfortably seated. 
Tais may at first glance seem a rather backward 
way toincrease the traveling accommodations 
of our strect-cars, already inadequaie.

ing. If they cannot do it, let others havea 
chance to use the public highway. 

If the Car Companies, after the epee is 
limited by law, will not put on ditional 
cars, the field will be oeenpied by om- 
nibuses and other yehicels, so the public 
need have no fear but what competition would 
soon provide plenty of modes of conveyance to ride 
to and fro in the city, and soon the companies 
themselves would accept the situation, and for 
their own selfish inierest add increased equip- 
ment to thg roads, and the ie would then 
not be packed like a drove of cattle into close, 
suffocating cars. 

Another source of complsint is the wretched 
manner in which the companies lay and main- 
tain their tracks in the city. In London, and all 
through Europe, street-railways (called there 
tramways) bave lately been introduced; but the 
most stringent requiremeats are made as to the 
roadway, rails, and their maintenance. The rail 
must be flat or level with the street, with a 
groove for the wheel, 60 as not to cause the 
least obstruction to other vehicles. On all new 
street-railways, especially on Webash avenue, 
let this reil be adopted, and require the eom- 
pany to keep their raiis and roadway in perfect 
order, and, with limits. placed on the number of 
passengers to a car, our street-railwavs will 
not be the nuisances that we have so long en- 
dured. ' Pro Bono Pusisco.

THE PACKING-HOUSBES. 

Day before yesterday Ald. Spalding called up- 
on Sanitary Supt. Miller for the purpose of 
stating to him the complaints of residents of his 
ward relative to smcils from the packing-housres 
on Archer avenue and Kigrbteenth etrect. 

Dr. Milier, in reply, stated that the following 
notices had been sent to all the houses: 

Your attention is requested to the following requla- 
tion of the Board of Heslth, adopted June 16, 1874: 

Be wt ordamned oy the Board of Health eof the 
City of Chicago: That on and after Nov. 1, A. D. 
1874, every person or corporation engaged in the busi- 
ness of rendering animal matter, within the limits of 
the City of Chicago, shall be required to place such 
apparatus in connection with their tanks as will de- 
strov all gases emanating from such rendering, 

The penalty for violation of the above regulation, 
shall be a fine of not less than $25 nor more than $100. 

In order to see how matters actually stood, 
however, the Superintendent and the Alderman 
went on a tour of inspection, the results of 
which, succinctly stated, are as follows: At 
Turner’s, the gas from the rendering-tanks is all 
consumed; house in excellent condition. 
Schoenemann’s was abominably filthy. Reid & 
Sherwin’s was fair, the gas being consumed. 
Mitcheli’s was bad. Tovey & Booths was fair, 
and they are experimenting on the con- 
sumption of gas. Culbertson & Blair 
will make suitable arrangements.

Police pay-rolis, $50,124.48. 

Fire Department pay-roll, $28,357.71. 

The City-Collector yesterday received $7,560 
on city taxes; the Wuter Department took in 
$1,826 on water-taxes. 

The Committee on Wharves and Public Grounds 
failed to eome to time yesterday afternoon, and 
the Chairman calis for a meeting Saturday.~ 

The Committee on Judiciary will meet at 2 p. 
m. to-day at the City-Clerk’s office. The 
Piuance Committee will meet at the same hour 
and place Friday afternoon. The latter Com- 
mittee will debate the propiiety of spending 
$500,000 for the increase of the city’s water- 
supply. Every member baving the good of the 
city at heart will at once see the necessity of his 
being present. 

The City-Attorney yesterday forenoon dis- 
posed of twenty-six quasiecriminal cases which 
were taken up in the Criminal Court. Several 
of them were bunko cases which had been ap- 
vealed from the decision of some Justice of the 
Peace. The diihoulty in these eases lies in the 
fact that the complainants, many of whom are 
country felks, are lost sight of when they return 
to their homes. Wher the case comes up, the 
principal witmesses are usually waniing, and the 
only witnesses against the bunkoists are the 
policemen who made the arrests. Their evi- 
denee is, at the Lest, only circumstantial, and, 
in meny cases, the prisoner ia let off free. The 
City-Attorney is doing all in bis power te punish 
ihe rogues according io ihe maguitade of their 
erimes. 

The Board of Police and Fire Commissioners 
met yesierday afternoon, Commissioner Klokke 
in the chair, owing to the absence of President 
Sheridan. Officer John Richardson, charged 
with conduct unbecoming an officer, was ordered 
to appear again before tue Board Monday. Of- 
ficer P. B. Hore, ou similar charges, was fined 
ten days’ pay. ‘The charges of non-payment of 
just dunes preferred against Officer Michael Otto 
were dismissed, as the case bad already been ap- 
pealed from a Justice's Court. The Board 
andited the Police and Fire Department pay- 
rolis for last month, apd then adjourned. 

During an interview with Gen. Shaler Tuesday 
afternoon, Mavor Colvin proposed that the New 
York insurance companies be induced to loan this 
city, out of their surplus capital, a sum of money 
sufficient to enlarge the water-supply in this city, 
and to more thoroughly protect it from fire. 
The Mayor says the credit of the city is perfect- 
ly good, and that ail certificates issued will be 
promptly paid on becoming due, The payment 
of no loan, at maturity, has ever beem deferred 
for a single day during the present administva- 
tiom. If these companies or New York capital- 
ists would Joan tiaus city about $700,000, on cer- 
tilicates of indebtedness, he is confident they 
could be paid next year with but very little extra 
taxation. Gen. Shaler seemed to think the pro- 
posal a very timely one, and promised to mention 
the matier on his return to New York. The 
Mayor also asked him if he would accept the 
control of the Chicago Fire Department. He 
vromptly apawered tuat under no consideratioa 
would he accept aay permanent position in Chi- 
cago, but if it was the wish of Chicagoans 
to employ him in _ obetter = organizing 
and periecting our preseat Fire Department, he 
was Willing todo so. He did not think that anv 
changes im our present Department were neces- 
sary, except that it should be largely added to, 
and, perhaps, some system of discipline intro- 
duced and rigidly maintained. 

Mayor Colvin is of the opinion that, if the 
Comwon Council knew where the ready cash was 
to be found, they would not hesitate for an in- 
stant to make any reasonable appropriation for 
the purpose of better protecting the city. He 
says that the sinkingof gumerous large cisterna, 
connecting with large supply-pipes, should form 
an important feature in tae work of remedying 
the defects of the present water-supply. He 
also suggests that the four-ping hydrants be 
placed im the middle of the street intersections, 
Lhus avoiding any delay in getting the fire-engines 
close to 1t im working order. Wen located close 
to the sidewalk, the firemen have considerable 
trouble in getting four engines close enough for 
attachment. Ald. Cullerton, who was present, 
thought that the business portion of the city 
could be thoroughly protected by the judicious 
location of a number of such hydrants aud cis- 
terns. Healso said that the city was not well 
enough supplied with alarm-boxes, and those we 
did have were not properly attendedto. The 
record of fires will show that nearly seven- 
eights of the total number of alarms were sound- 
ed {from the wrong districts, owiug to ignorance 
as te ihe iocation of the boxes. He suggests 
that the Council make an appropriation for the 
printing of a large humber of fire-alarm cards to 
be posted up in conspicuous places, and also to 
be gratuitously distributed throughout the city 
by the potice force. The Mayor coiacided with 
him in his views. 

Comptroller Hayes, speaking of fire matters, 
said that the press generally overlooked our 
great advantages over other cities in protection 
from lire, and devoted all their space ,in pictur- 
ing the dangers to which the city was subjected. 
He espe cially commented on the long and wide 
streets which \prevail in this city; the common 
plan of building houses 12 or 15 feet back from 
the street-line, and the plauting of sbhade-trees 
along the streets, There was no net-work 
among our etreets, as in Boston, and no narrow 
streeta, such as Were very common in New York. 
He ~ cited Mr. Carlile Mason’s proposal of en- 
riching our water-supply by sinking artesian 
wells, which could be done at an average cost of 
$2,000. The Conncil had not yet enforced the 
Fire ordinance, por had they shown as muc, 
promptitude as they should have dope. The re 
ceiptof atelegram in New York City, stating that~ 
the Common Council of Chicago bad ordered # 
corps of men to inspect all the roofs in the city, 
with the determination of making every one of 
them as nearly fire-proof as possible, would do 
more to aliay all disturbances in insurance cir- 
cles than anvthing elee that has vet been sug- 
gested. The present Fire Department he con- 
sidered wae an admirable one; it contained 
good material, and was well officered. They 
were entitled to the credit of extinguishing the 
fire of July 14 in spite of the many difficulties 
to which they were then subjected. He is m 
favor of a regular drill and code of regulations 
in the Fire Department, and hopes that ail 
improvements, either io the Department or out 
of it, will go ahead — and effectually. The 
lact appropriation of $200,000 he claims is more

A goodly part 
of the time of the meeting was occupied in read- 
ing the minutes of the four last meetings, which 
routine bas bées sadly neglected, ewing te the 
press of other business. 

An ordimance was, on motion, adopted provid- 
ing for the improvement, by grading, of Blanch- 
ard avenue, from Thirty-ninth to Forty-seventh 


street, and Forty-first street from Blue Island to 
Blanchard avenue. 

A report from the Committee to whom was 
referred the bids for hose and hose-carts was 
read and accepted. As regards bose, the Com- 
mittee thought that, owing to its lightness. 
durability, and strength, the rubber-lined and 
coated-linen hose offered by Mr. P. B. Preston 
was decidedly the best adapted forthe use of 
the town, and recommended it as the standard 
hose, If the Board desired to make, tests of 
the relative values of the different makes of 
hose foffered, they would also recommend the 
purehase of 400 feet of four-piy hose as offered 
by Mr. BR.
